BOILER EXPLOSION 


Killed Henry Becker Near

boiler <jt the portable sawmill owned 
by Recker Bros., at New Cleveland, 
exploded this morning, killing Henry 
Recker, one of the proprietors. Barney 
Recker, his brother, was injured about 
the head and may die. C. O. Wish- 
meyer's arm was broken 
in 
three 


places and he was otherwise injured 
by flying debris. John Laubemhal re- 
ceived painful bruises and cuts. 


Laubemhal believes the accident 


was due to the strain of the heavy 
head of steam which was put on to 
cut a big log. The main portion of the 
boiler was blown 200 feet away and is 
now lodged in an old barn near where 
the mill stood. The head of the boiler 
was blown 150 feet northwest over a 
two-story house. The body of Recker 
was horribly mutilated. He was a 
saloon keeper and leaves a family.

thracite coal miners' convention 'be- 
gan Us sessions here today.

seven hundred delegates were present i 
when John Mitchell, president of the i 
TJinted Mine Workers of 
America,; 


called the convention to order. 


This convention is regarded as more 


important than any held since Mitchell 
came into the hard coal field in 1900; 
with !the avowed purpose of duli- 
cating the organization in Western 
Pennsylvania and the Western states 
which held contracts with the bitumin- 
ous coal operators. 


It is Known that President Mitchell 


is desirious of having the convention 
adjourn by Saturday night. 
The del- 


egates may take a longer time, how- 
ever, to formulate the request for de- 
mands to .be made upon the operators 
as a substitute for the strike -com- 
mission alter which will expire with 
the month of March. 


The miner lead_ers plan, through the 


convention, to request a conference 
of the operators. This -will be made 
in the form of a resolution and the fol- 
lowing demands, it is said, will -be 
made if the conference is granted: 


A party agreement, better known as 


recognition of the Union. 


An eight hour work-day. 
An increase in pay to all classe^ of 


employes of at least 30 per cent and 
possibly 20 per cent based on 
the 


•wages in•feffecciApril t; 1902: 


This would, mean that the 'miners 


would receive about the same as un- 
der the present award. 


For some

would mean a slight increase.

From 1SS4 to 1904, ti>« increase in 


ihe cost of administrating the three' 
chief offices, la dignity and .import- 
ance, of the state, namely governor,.. 
secretary of state and treasurer, has 
been in close approximation to 30 per 
cent for the ten years. This includes, 
all .expenditures,/except the contin- 
gent fond of the governor, for which 
no accounting !s rendered or required, 
although the appropriation bills indi- 
cate .that the increase is even less 
thas .30 per cent for ine decade. 
' TJhe-' increased expenditures in each 
of Ihsse great departments has been 
3 '^erSrent annually. The incumbents 
may have beea partisan, but in their 
official capacities, they cannot be even 
remotely suspected of gat'trag.

Original Plans Revived. 


"The Detroit, Toledo & Ironton road 


:s distinctively a coal road, although 
it. does some passenger business. It 
runs from the Ohio river to Detroit 
and does a large coal business. It is 
now building a bridge 
at 
Ironton 


across the Ohio river, so as to get in- 
to tie "Kentucky coal Selds. 


"In the past all the ecal has been 


hauled to Detroit, .and there shipped 
north oh Tassels.
